erty which has been nationallzed, exproprlated, 1ntervened
or taken by the Government of Luba -
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This claim was opened on the basis of,infdrmation received by
the Commission that claimant had been unable to return to the
United States. Information available to the Commission indicates
that claimant has returned to the United States,

Claimant has not contacted_the‘Commission. Accordingly, since
no claim has been asserted for interests in property which was
nationalized, expropriated or otherwise taken by the Government of
Cuba, it is |
